Up to the time of this meeting, the Chairman had been 


unable to contact Mr.Grudgings. 


Wymeswold Airfield. 
Mr.Scarlett presented a letter to the meeting which had 


been sent from the Ministry of Defence to Mr.Latham, M.P. 
The letter stated that it was not intended to use the 
airfield as a base for the training of army drivers, 

and that the roads surrounding the airfield will 
therefore not be used for this purpose. 

A letter had now been received from the County Council 
in reply to the letter sent from the Parish Council 
Meeting held on 16th. December, 197), in which concern 
was expressed at the County Council declining to give 
evidence on Wymeswold Airfield.

In view of the fact that at the time the land at 
Wymeswold was considered to be non-operational land, and 
therefore outside the terms of reference to the Committee, 
it was felt that no representation could properly be 
submitted. 
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It was agreed to write to the County Council 

expressing the Parish Council's concern at the lack of 
response to the invitation from the Nugent Committee to 
present evidence for the return of Wymeswold Airfield 

| to agricultural use, and in not making use of local 
knowledge available to them from Parish Councils 
adjoining the airfield. 


Mr.Moore asked that assurance be given that the Parish 
Council will in future be kept fully informed of any 
matters relating directly or indirectly to the Parish, 
especially to any affairs relating to Wymeswold Airfield. 
It was also agreed that the County Council be notified

A letter from the County Council stated that investigations 
had revealed that this footpath had never been adopted, 

and therefore it is not legally a County Council thorough- 
fare. Adoption procedure is being carried out, and when 
this is completed an application will be made for a 

"No Cycling" Order on this path. The County Council 
anticipate this will be made towards the end of this year. 


Cliff Works, Burton-on-the-Wolds. 

A letter from the Borough of Charnwood stated that the 
extension of the car park at these works would not have 
a beneficial effect on the product of a 1P Rate for 

| Burton, due to the works being in the Wymeswold Parish. 
The Clerk was asked to write again to the Borough of 
Charnwood acknowledging the fact that the works are just

EX R.A.F. Houses, Souters Lane. 


These are soon to be occupied by Army Personnel from 
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the 224, Signals Squadron, Old Woodhouse, and it was by 
way of an introduction to the community that an 
invitation to attend the meeting had been extended to 
Major Foote. 


Car Parking Facilities, Village Centre. 


No further progress had been made with this problem. 
Councillor Scarlett had taken this up on behalf of the 
Parish Council, but had been unable to improve on the 
two proposed sites. It was agreed that these were far 
from ideal. It was reported from the meeting that since 
the introduction of double yellow lines in the village 
centre, there had been difficulties created by parking 
in the entrance to the Hall Drive, and in Seymour Road 
beyond the yellow lines. 


Village Handbells.

Mains Gas Supply to the Village. 
This had been taken up on behalf of the Parish Council 


by Mr.Michael Latham, M.P., but unfortunately without 
success. Details of the discussion between the #.M.Gas 
and Mr.Latham had been published on the Parish Notice 
Board. 


Bus Service to Nottingham. 
This service had been altered and now included Burton, 


thus avoiding the changing of buses at Wymeswold. 


The Chairmanalso reported on a proposed circular bus 
service starting and finishing at Loughborough, and 
connecting the villages of Barrow, Walton, Burton, 
Wymeswold, Hoton and Cotes. The Parish Council had asked 
the County Council to look into the possibilities of such 
a service being made available, and negotiations between 
the County Council and the Trent Motor Company had been 
taking place. Unfortunately prior to this meeting the 
Parish Council had been informed that due to the present 
economte situation =this scheme’ had been shelved. 

The Chairman informed the meeting that the Parish Council 


would be taking this up again with the County Council. 


Parish Allotments. 
During the past year the Parish Council had received 10 
applications for Allotments, and the Council with the 
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guidance of the District Valuer was in the process of 
negotiating for the purchase of a suitable piece of 
land. It was too early in the procedure of these 


negotiations to be able to give any definite 
information. 


30 mep.h. Restrictions, Barrow Road and Loughborough 
Roade 


The Chairman was pleased to report that after many 
requests by the Parish Gouncil, and finally with the 
help of Mr.Latham, M.P., the County Council had at last 
agreed to extend the 30m.p.h. restrictions to a point 
just beyond the County Junior School on the Barrow Road. 
The County Council had also notified the Parish Council 
of their intentions to extend the 30 m.p.h. restrictions 
on the Loughborough Road. 


Village Brook. 

The Chairman informed the meeting that the Borough of 
Charnwood was now the authority responsible for the 
maintenance of the village brook. During recent heavy. 
rains the two culverts in Brook Street had proved | 
adequate, but the guard grid required constant 

attention at flood times. The Chairman reported that 
this work had been undertaken voluntarily by Mr.Oakland, 
Mr.Searson, and Mr.Capps, for whieh the Parish was | 
most grateful. 

The Chairman also reported that due to restrictions on 
County Council expenditure, the making of Brook Street 
into a through road, and the alteration to the village 
centre had been vostponed. 


Parish Hall. 

With the increased population of the village, the Parish 
Council felt there was a real need for 2 larger Village 
Hall, provided and maintained by the parish rates. 

With this in mind the Charnwood Borough Council had, 

on behalf of the Parish Council, approached the 
Ministry of Defence with a view to purchasing a piece 
of land off Barrow Road for the erection of such a 
building. Unfortunately this application had been 
turned down, but on being given further details of 

the situation regarding existing facilities for social 
activities, the Defence Land Agent had promised to 

look into this further. 


Wymeswold Airfield. 
Referring to the future use of Wymeswold Airfield by

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the Army, the Chairman gave a report of a meeting between 
the three Parish Councils bordering on the Airfield anda 

the Ministry of Defence. | 

The Parish Councils were informed that the Airfield will 

be used by small parties of troops from the T.A.V.R. and 
Cadet Units, and by Regular Army and R.A.F. Units. 

The training periods will be of 48 hours duration, and 

the number of troops will not exceed 200 at any one time. 
Assurance was given that the training activities will 

not be escalated, and that the Airfield and the surrounding 
roads will definitely not be used for army driver training. 
The training will be Field Combat using pyrotechnics and 
flares, the noise from these being minimal. 

The existing 30 metre range will be used for firing 
practise, but the meeting was assured that the noise from 
the type of weapons to be used is also minimal. 
Apart from firing on the 30 metre range, there will be no 
live ammunition used in the training. and live ammunition 


will not be stored on the Airfield. 


Training will be confined to the East side of the Airfield 
between the perimeter track and the boundary fence. 
Entrance for the visiting army units will be from the 


- Hoton - Wymeswold road only. 


The Ministry of Defence will carry out a certain amount 
of tree planting, this will help the field training 
facilities, and also improve the visual amenities of the
